VESTON IS A HERO IN 


COMPLETING HIS LONG WALK 


FROM MAINE TO CHICAGO 


Aged Pedestrian Has Successfully Proven False the Theory 


of Doctor Osier as to Longevity. 


CHICGAO, Nov. 27.—A fall day ahead of the record he made 45 years 


ago, Pedestrian Weston, 6, pranced down Michigan avenue at 9:45 
this 


morning, surrounded by members of the Illinois Athletic club. 
He 
ad- 


dressed a huge crowd at the official destination steps of the postoffice at 
11. Weson tad reached the city limits at 12:48. At 3 he stopped at the 
Chicago Beach Hotel for sleep. Weston had traveled 1,293 miles. He left 
Portland, Maine. October 29, 10 a. m.

ALK ten miles every day anfl 


live a hundred years! At the 
end of the hundred years be 


. 
able to beat the -walking rec- 


ord you made at the age of twenty- 
five, which was a world beater itself! 
And be healthy, happy and hearty all 
these hundred years ef your life! 


Such is the preachment of Edward 


Payson Weston—"Weston, the walk- 
Ist"—who is now somewhere between 
Portland, Me., and Chicago, trudging 
over the same distance and route that 
he walked just forty years ago. Mr. 
Weston is not walking 1,235 miles in 
thirty days, less Sundays, just for a 
freak. 
He is not doing it for his 


health either. He is footing it from 
Portland to Chicago to prove his theo- 
ry of health and longevity. He pro- 
poses to''show forth to this canting and 
critical world, this doubting and dys- 
peptic race, this pampered and puerile 
civilization, that drugs and dumbbells 
are abominations unto the Lord; that 
feet should * take"' the place of physic 
and legs should eliminate athletics. 


In other words. Mr. Weston believes 


that If folks "would walk a few miles 
every day, anywhere from five to 
twenty, they would keep in good health 
and hang on to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness like the old one 
boss shay, which ran a hundred years 
to a day, or words to that effect. 
Practices What He Preaches. 


Another thing Mr. Weston believes— 


•we do not require alcoholic and nico- 
tine stimulants to keep up our strength. 
On the contrary, these tilings sap 


half a dozen blocks. Walking is dodg- 
ed by most of us as if -it were a calam- 
ity. According to Weston, it is a bless- 
ing. 
This man set out in his youth 


with the assumption that walking is 
a mighty good thing for the human 
race, and he has devoted his life, con- 
sistently and candidly, to the self im- 
posed task of substantiating his the- 
ory. As a result he will leave to man- 
kind when he finally dies a series of 
"records" without parallel in pedes- 
trianism. 


When Weston was a youth of twen- 


ty-five he conceived the notion that it 
was possible for a human being to 
walk a hundred miles in twenty-four 
hours without physical injury- 
Forth- 


with he walked from Philadelphia to 
New York, ninety-sis miles from city 
hall to city hall, in 23 hours and 
49 minutes. 
That was away back 


in 1863, when many thousands of 
men were doing a great deal cf walk- 
ing in the south and also doing a great 
deal of kicking because the walking 
made them weary, not to speak of foot- 
sore. An army of men with Westou's 
walking powers could have marched 
fast enough to outmaneuver any en- 
emy of ordinary marching ability. But 
there was only one Weston. 


In those days Weston was a pedes- 


trian by profession. 
Pedestrianism 


was something of a "calling,'^ like 
prize fighting, wrestling and kindred 
endurance sports. For about twenty- 
five years professional walkers flour- 
ished in America and more so in Eng- 
land, where the six day go-as-you- 
please walking match became some- 
thing of nn institution. But in time

strength, undermine vigor ana abbre- 
vlate vitality. -Temperance in stimu- 
lants, so called, almost to the point of 
total abstinence, Walkist Weston teach- 
es, preaches and practices. He is him- 
eelf a shining example of his theories, 
which are much more than theories in 
his case, he having put them to the 
severest of tests through fifty years of 
practice. 


Mr. Weston, then, is no crank. He 


enjoys walking moderately — half a 
hundred miles a day for him—but he 
does not particularly enjoy walking a 
hundred miles a day, as he has done 
several times. He has made his hun- 
dred miles from time to time jnst to 
prove to the world what plenty of leg 
exercise and temperate living can do 
for a man, and he does these terrific 
pedestrian stunts as a matter of duty. 
Thus by his system of natural phys- 
ical culture he teaches morality and 
temperance. 


Now, 
in his seventieth year, Mr. 


Weston has set out to duplicate and 
even outdo his walking performance 
of forty years ago, when he was a 
youngster of thirty. He walked from 
Portland to Chicago in 1807, making 
the distance in 25 days and 23 hours. 
He started from Portland at 5 p. m. 
Oct 29, 1SC7. 
At the same hour of 


the corresponding day this year he set 
out to make the trip again, declaring 
that he would beat his 1SG7 record by 
a day. 
Now, what do you think of 


that! 


Well, Weston is a wonder. The av 


erage man balks at walking a mile. 
Whether country or city, it matters 
not 
The farmer will hitch np his bug- 


gy to drive to Neighbor Jones', half a 
mile down the road. The city man wlil 
board a trolUj car to avoid walking 


the public grew weary of walking 
matches, so that at present a six day 
grind would not be patronized as in 
the palmy days of pedestrianism. 
What became of the professional pe- 
destrians? 
Oh, they got real jobs 


somewhere, forgot how to walk, died 
or did something of that sort! 


A Medicine For Human Ills. 
But Edward Payson Weston, who 


took part In many of these^ long dis- 
t,ance walking matches and won them, 
has stuck to walking right up to the 
present day as the serious business of 
his life. 
A year ago last May, just 


to prove that he was not an old man 
in spite of his sixty-eight years and 
his gray hairs, he started from the 
Philadelphia city hall and walked to 
New York in twenty-three minutes 
less than his record made in 18C3. He 
did not do this for fun—not at all. 
He did it for love—the love of his 
philosophy of life, which makes walk- 
ing exercise a medicine for all human 
ills, to be taken if possible for pre- 
vention, though also guaranteed to 
cure most ills. The Philadelphia city 
ball of today being four miles farther 
from the end of the route in New York 
than was the city hall in 1863, the 
Weston of sixty-eight years, therefore, 
made 100 miles in 23 hours 20 min- 
utes, beating the performance of the 
Weston of twenty-five years ago not 
only in minutes, but in miles. 


And after finishing his hundred miles 


In less than a day this walking won- 
der held a reception at the Fifth Ave- 
nue hotel, made Chesterfieldian re- 
marks to gorgeously gowned ladies to 
whom he was presented and cracked 
jokes with the boys. 


I 
Oh, well, it was Weston! 


"And when I'm a hundred years 


old," he said, "I'm going to walk from 
Philadelphia to New York and break 
uiy record again." 
Pace Too Much For a Horse. 


On his second walk between the two 


cities the old man—aid in years on!y— 
was followed by two physicians in a 
buggy, not because he needed medical 
attention at any tiuie, but because Sci- 
ence, with a big S, wanted to observe 
and preserve the elect of a walk of 
a hundred miles in a day upon a man 
nearly seventy. The horse that started 
from Philadelphia couldn't stand the 
pace. It was dead beat after a little 
more than half the distance, and a 
second animal almost fell by the way- 
side on the second relay.

he walked from New York to Albany, 
150 miles, in nearly twelve hours less 
than the three days be had given him- 
self for the leisurely trot along muddy 
and icy roads of late December. That 
was just a practice trot 


Three years later the veteran walk- 


Is! made the tramp from New York to 
San Francisco and back again, aver- 
aging thirty-six miles a day. 


Some of Weston's most astounding 


walkfests took place in England, where 
walking is said to be more popular 
than in America. In 1884. under the 
auspices of the Church of England 
Temperance society, he covered 0,000 
miles in 100 days. He walked fifty 
miles every secular day excepting 
Christmas, making up the necessary 
miles cluriug Christmas week. During 
this feat he made 3.000 miles with a 
severely blistered heel, which would 
have put any less gritty man out of 
commission, but Weston simply "walk- 
ed off-the blister," for it healed of it- 
self and gave him no further trouble 
for the rest of the journey. His four 
thousand nine hundred and ninety- 
ninth mile was made in 9 minutes and 
17 seconds, the quickest mile of the 
5,000 by more than a minute. 


A m'edical man who rode along with 


the walker all the way declared that 
at the end, as at all times during the 
walk, save for the blistered heel, the 
pedestrian was in fine physical and 
mental condition and 
would 
have 


passed an examination for life insur 
ance at the end of the flve hundredtl 
mile. This wonderful performance was 
attributed to the walker's total absti 
nence from alcoholic stimulants and 
his perfectly natural mode of life, for 
all of which the Church of England 
Temperance society is still shaking 
hands with itself. 


Several times in England Mr. Wes 


ton walked 400 miles in flve days 
Once he made 2,000 miles in 1.000 con 
secutive hours. That's only two mile 
an hour,, of course, but you try i 
yourself for a thousand hours before 
you laugh. The familiar feat of tryic,

One of the trophies most high! 


prized by Mr. Weston is the belt of 
fered by Sir John Astley, which th 
American walker won in 1879 by win 
ning a six day match.
